ANNUAL GRID CLASSIC 
“APPARENTLY DOOMED 


Contract Returned Unsigned 
by Gen. Winans in Reply 
to Admiral Nulton.

West Point, N. Y., Dec. 16 (A.P.).— 
The annual football classic of the Army 
and Navy, most colorful of the seasonal 
gridiron dramas over a period of 38 
years, apparently came to an end today 

The definite break in athletic rela- 
tions, considered inevitable now by 
Army men, appeared in publication of 
correspondence between Admiral Louis 
M. Nulton, superintendent of the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, and Maj. Gen 
Edwin B. Winans, head of the Military 
Academy, concerning the three-year 
eligibility rule, adopted by the Midship- 
men, but scorned at West Point. 

Although a four-year contract for an- 


nual football clashes entered into in ’ 


October, 1926, still has three years to 
run, Admiral Ntilton requested on De- 
cember 3 that Army add to the individ- 
ual contract for 1928 a clause stipu- 
lating that “no contestant shall take 
part in this game on either team who 
has had three years experience in in- 
tercollegiate football.” 

Refusal to accede to this request 
would be considered “rejection of the 
contract and the Naval Academy will 
consider itself free to schedule another 
game on November 24, 1928.” 


Returns Contract Unsigned. 


In his reply, published today, Maj 
Gen. Winans, refused the eligibtiity 
clause “for réasons fully covered in pre- 
vious correspondence between the au- 
thorities of the two academies,” and 
returned the contract unsigned. He 
added that it was the Army conclusion 
that “authorities of the United States 
Naval ,Academy wish to be released 
from the four-year contract entered 
into in 1926." 

“I wish to assure you,” he added 
“that under the circumstances, the 

.chorities of the Military Academy 
will not Oppose your wishes in this re- 
spect ” 

Army objections to the three- -year 
eligibility rule, accepted by the Navy, 
were voiced by Gen. Winans yesterday 
in a statement which approved recom- 
mendations of the West Point advisory 
council that rules governing eligibility 
wuold not be subject. to further 
changes. 

Gen. Winans explained then the 


necessity for all students at the Mili- 
tary Academy competing in sports on a 
basis of equality, declared that the eli- 


gibility standard already in effect had

NAVY BUILDING PLAN |

$800,000,000 Fits in With 
His Financial Program, Is 


President’s View. 


(By Associated Press.) 

The nf&val building program which 
has been recommended to Congress will 
not, in the opinion of President 
Coolidge, lessen the desire for peace 
which he believes is spread through- 
out the United States. 

The President feels that this Navy 
bullding program, calling for an expen- 
diture of about $800,000,000 for cruisers, 
airplane carriers and submarines over 
a period of five years, will not con- 
flict with his financia: program. 

The subject was considered carefully 
by the President before it was sent to 
Congress by the Navy Department, and 
he feels that it carries out the needs 
of the American Navy and would have 
been substantially what this country 
would have demanded even though 
negotiations- for furthe: limitation of 
naval armaments, had proved success- 
ful.

Coolidge Looks to Senate 


To Save Tax Cut Program 


House Slash of $290,000,000 in Revenues Went Too 
Deep, White House Declares—Stands by Treasury 
Plan for $225,000,000 Reduction. 


President Coolidge is looking to the 
Senate to prevent a debacle in the ad- 
ministration’s ‘tax-reduction  inten- 
tions. While the White House refused 
to say yesterday just how far the bill 
finally passed by Congress would have 
to go before the President would con- 
sider: it necessary to veto it, it was 
made known that the $%290,000,000 
figure set by the House is, in his opin- 
ion, excessive, 

The limit named by the Treasury, 
$225,000,000, is the only safe reduction 
that can be made, he let it be known, 
and only a reduction to this extent is 
practicable if applied in the manner 
prescribed by the Treasury. For ex- 
ample, if Congress deviates from the 
Treasury program and, provides for re- 
ductions in items whose revenue is 
certain, leaving those items that are 
uncertain, he let it be known, the 
limit fixed by the Treasury would be 
too high. 

This was done by the House, tn his 
opinion, in its repeal of the automo- 


bile tax. The Treasu~~ in working out 
its recommendations went very slowly 
in suggesting reductions in certain 
revenues, while exercising a more lib- 
eral attitude toward those items from 
which the returns are not so definite, 
it was made known. The sum total of 
the Treasury deliberations was that a 
$225,000,000 reduction could be safely 
made provided the reductions were 
applied as it recommended. 

The House instead of following these 
re endations, increased the total 
reduction to $%290,000,000 and then 


remade further reductions in the sources 


of revenue on which the Treasury had 
most depended to make its $225,000,000 
figure safe. 

There is little doubt in the minds of 
those who have followed the. bill but 
that the President will veto a measure 
that he believes will bring about a 
deficit. He does not want to say at 
this time, however, that he would, for

CHEERED AT SYRACUSE 


Syracuse, N. Y., Dec. 16 (A.P.).— 
President Coolidge, despite his state- 
ment that he does not choose to run for 
the office of Chief Executive again in 
1928, must heed the wish of the Re- 
publican national convention if that 
body “chooses that he shall run,” 
Charles D. Hilles, vice chairman of the 
Republican national committee, and 


national committeeman from New York 


State, told 700 leaders and adherents of 
the party at a dinner here tonight, 

Reversing his previous attitude to- 
wards the President’s pronouncement, 
Mr. Hilles declared that while he did 
not doubt for a moment Mr. Coolidge’s 
candor or sincerity, he was convinced 
that “a great many of the legion of his 

admirers will continue to hope for his 
nomination.” 

At the time of the President’s original 
statement in the Black Hills,,gnd again 
at the conclusion of the natfoOnal com- 
mittee meeting in Washington last 
week, the New York State committee- 
man asserted that the Republican par- 
ty should stand definitely on Mr 
Coolidge’s views, and seek some other 
candidate. 

The dinner, which took the form of a 
tribute to Mayor Charles G. Hanna, of 
this city, for the large plurality he 
rolled up at the recent election, be- 
came virtually an unofficial State con- 
vention because of the presence of every 
prominent Republican leader in the 
State.

MORAL TURPITUDE. 
LAID TO GOVERNOR 
IN OKLAHOMA FIGHT 


House Committee Votes 
Charge Unanimously 
After Hearing. 


WOMAN SECRETARY'S 
“INFLUENCE” IS TOLD 


Personal Affairs in the State 
Capitol Are Related by 
One Witness. 


Oklahoma, City, Okla., Dec. 16 (A.P.). 
-—A charge of moral turpitude against 
Gov. Henry S. Johnston was unani- 
mously reported out tonight by the 
house committee investigating his ead- 
ministration with a view to his im- 
peachment, 

Announcement of this action was 
made by Chairman H] Tom Kight, of 
the committee, after an executive ses- 
sion. | 

The committee, which already has 
voted six impeachment bills against the 
governor, heard several witnesses at an 
open hearing today and some gave tes- 
timony concerning the personal con- 
duct of the executive since he was 
elected to office. Among other things 
the governor has been charged with 
general incompetency. The senate, a 
self-declared court of impeachment, has 
accepted these charges for trial. 


His Secretary Mentioned. 


Allegations were made at ‘today's 
hearing that Mrs. O. O. Hammonds, 
the governor’s confidential secretary 
exercised an influence over the gov- 
ernor’s office in the matter of making 
appointments and determining what 
persons he would receive in conference 

Commenting on these stories, the 
governor said tonight that Mrs: Ham- 
monds “is above suspicion ” 

The testimony was adduced through 
King Fitzpatrick, an Oklahoma City 
attorney, and William M. Franklin. 
former clerk of the State supreme 
court. 

Franklin described conditions in the 
governor’s office attributable, he said, 
to Mrs. Hammonds, as “deplorable.” 
He said that. she influenced the gov- 
ernor in making appointments and pre- 
vented the governor from receiving per- 
sons of whom she disapproved. 

While Mrs, Hammonds directly in- 
fluenced the governor, Mr. Franklin 
said, her purported persuative powers 
were used by other persons to accom- 
plish their purposes. 

Personal Affairs Related. 


Franklin, who was iegal adviser 
to the governor during the legis- 
lative session last winter, gave the com- 
mittee his version of the personal af- 
fairs of the governor and employes of 
the executive office in that period 
King Kirkpatrick is a brother to Kirkby 
Fitzpatrick, whose appointment as a 
special attorney for the State banking 
department, is the basis for one of the 
six pending impeachment charges 
against the governor.

TO END ALL DOUBT 


Avila and Hearst Employe in 


Conflict as to Date. of the 
First Negotiations.

The Senate’s investigation of the 8l.- 
215,000 Mexican slush fund alleged to 
have been set aside for Senators Borah, 
Norris, La Follette and Heflin will be 
relentlessly prosecuted until the aus. 
thenticity or falsity of the Mexican 
documents is established. This was 
Clearly stated yesterday by Senator 
Reed, of Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
special Senate committee which is in- 
vestigating the documents and charges 
contained in the series of Mexican 
articles recently published in the news- 
papers of William Randolph Hearst, 

Senator Reed interrupted an after- 
hoon executive meeting of his commit- 
tee to inform newspaper men gathered 
in his office that the matter is not to 
be left in an atmosphere of doubt or 
uncertainty, but is to be sifted to the 
bottom. 

The particular batch of documents 
pertaining to the propaganda fund 
charges is to be pronounced genuine or 
spurious before the committee gets 
chrdhen. If evidences of genuineness 
should warrant it the Reed committee 
may later turn the alleged documents 
referring to Japanese and -‘icaraguan 
affairs over to the committee on foreign 
relations. 


Executive Session Called. 


After a morning session, at which the 
spotlight was directed at Miguel Avila, 
the swarthy-looking key man of Mex- 
ican mien who procured the documents 
for the Hearst publications, the com- 
mittee went tnto executive session and- 
began a systematic review of the\ 71 
documents, which investigation is to be 
broadened today and next week. 
‘Handwriting experts, secret servict 
men, person” expert in ascertaining the 
kind of typewriter used for any script 
and others will be called into action. 
The committee will spare no pains, in 
following to its conclusion every clew 
which promises to shed light on the 
documents. It may be that the clews 
will lead to Mexico City, where Mexican 
officials are understood to be willing 
to cooperate, as Arturo Eligs, the Mexi- 
can Consul General, is cooperating with 
the committee here.

The committee 
subpenas called for all such telegrams 
sent or received by all New York cable 
companies bearing on Mexican govern- 
meat affairs during the periods referred 
to in the documents.

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O’Reilly Denies He Quizzed 
Any One About Kidwell 
on Anacostia Trip. 


JUDGE SIDDON’S RULE 
BARS REEXAMINATION 


Douglas, However, Able to Get 
Around Barrier, Despite Ob- 
jections by Prosecution.

Counsel for the respondents in the 
contempt case growing out of the Fall- 
Sinclair conspiracy trial fought per- 
sistently and tenaciously during yes- 
terday’s court proceedings to get into 
the record their contention that the 
conversations which took place between 
Operative Frank J. O’Reilly of the 
Burns Agency and the pafents of Juror 
Edward J. Kidwell did not in any way 
concern the juror himself. 

Their task was made difficult by 
the fact that Justice Siddons, who is 
presiding over the action against Harry 
F. Sinclair, Henry Mason Day, Sheldon 
Clark, William J. Burns, W. Sherman 
Burns and Charles L. Vietsch, ruled, 
after a night’s deliberation, that the 
Government was correct in its objec- 
tion to cross-examination with regard 
to the conversations which Operative 
O’Reilly acknowledged having had with 
Mr. and Mrs. Kidwell. The court held 
that since these conversations had been 
specifically excluded from direct ex- 
amination, their substance could not 
be developed on. cross-examination. 

The cross-examination of O’Reilly re- 
solved itself, therefore, into a series of 
advances toward the conversations in 
the course of which the various attor- 
néys endeavored to find some way of 
getting around the barrier which the 
Government ~had thrown about this 
particular bit of testimony. 

One Question in Record, 

One question, tending to establish 
that the trip of the Burns operative 
to Anacostia and the home of Juror 
Kidwell had no direct relation with the 
juror himself, got into the record with 
an answer and without being striken 
out by the court. 

It was asked by Charles A. Douglas, 
of counsel] for the Burns respondents, 
and follows: 

“Did you on the occasion of this trip 
to Anacostia make any inquiry of any- 
body whatsoever, between the time you 
went to Anacostia and the time you 
returned from. Anacostia, about Juror 
Kidwell?” 

“I did not,” replied O’Reilly. 

The point was not gained without 
a struggle. James J. O’Léeary, assistant 
United States district attorney, insisted 
that the question was not permissible 
under the previous ruling of the court. 
but Justice Siddons held that it was 
not designed to elicit any, portion of 
the conversations which O'Reilly had 
had. 

The remainder of. O’Reilly’s cross- 
examination did little but produce 
exceptions which were noted by counse) 
for the respondents when they were 
prevented from asking, in one form or 
another, questions which the court 
considered in conflict with his earlier 
ruling 

Under the direction of ‘ohn H. Crim. 
of counse] for Day, the witness testified 
to the manner in which he had 
searched the automobile license records 
for the nunfber which it developed had 
been issued to H. R. Lamb, of the De- 
partment of Justice. 

O'Reilly also testified that he had 
gotten a general description of Mr 
Lamb from the operative known then 
as Long and now as McMullin. The 
most important part of this identifica- 
tion, the witness said, was that Mr 
Lamb “threw his feet out” in walking 
He described some of the surveillance 
under which ‘he special assistant of 
the attorney had been held. 

On direct examination O’Reilly was 
asked if Charles G. Ruddy had ever 
told him: “If any of the boys have 
their identity disclosed, for God’s sake 
do not say that they are connected with 
the Burns Agency, and the Burns peo- 
ple will take care of them?” He de- 
nied having heard Ruddy make any 
such statement. 

O'Reilly, who occupied the stand for 
two days and a half, was followed by 
Barton P. Stewart, another Burns op- 
eratve, who shadowed both Juror Kid- 
well and Juror Grenfell during his stay 
in Washington. Stewart’s memory was 
not as good as that of either Ruddy or 
O'Reilly, and on several occasions he 
asked to refresh it by examination of 
the reports which he had made. 

The questions directed at him by 
Maj. Peyton Gordon, United States dis- 
trict attorney, were minute and pains- 
taking, covering everything that he did 
during his waking hours while in 
Washington. * 

Stewart reiterated that the instruc- 
tions given him had been not to ap- 
proach or establish any. physical con- 
tact with any of the jurors. 

Agreement. by O’Leary. 

Justice Siddon’s ruling on the scope 
of the cross-examination which might 
be permitted the respondents was pre- 
ceded by an argument made.by Mr. 
O’Leary. 

In it the assistant district attorney 
insisted that there was no grounds for} 
departing from the established rule of 
procedure. He said that it was per- 
fectly possible for the respondents to 
elicit the testimony which they sought 
by calling O'Reilly a8 théir own wit- 
ness, and that the rights of the pub- 
lic, of which nothing had been said 
by the respondents, .demanded that 
the Government’s objection be upheld 

The conclusion reached by Justice 
Siddons in making his ruling follows: 

“I think, therefore, that remember- 
ing that with the greatest care pos- 
sible the prosecutor warned and cau- 
tioned this witness that he did not 
want one word of this conversation, 
that he may have had on the occasion 
of the call at the Kidwell home or 
house, if it was that house, or at the 
barber shop, there could not be any 
possibility of mistake with the witness 
about that. 

“As I have said, there came from his 
lips a fragment of something about a 
conversation in question, that he 
learned about the Myrtle House from 
that. conversation. He was not asked 
anything of the kind.

Remedy Sought for Post-War 
“Hump,” in Report to 
Committees. 


SINGLE LIST RETENTION 
IS URGED BY OFFICER 


New Plan Would Increase 
Cost of Commissioned 
Corps'$3,000,000. 


Seeking a remedy for the post war 
“hump” in the commissioned corps of 
the army which has considerably 
slowed up promotions in the organiza- 
tion, the report of the special board of 
general officers was sent to the chair- 
man of the military affairs committees 


of the Senate. and House of Represent- 
atives yesterday by Secretary of War 
Davis without recommendation. 

The report recommends the reten- 
tion of the single list. now used for 
promotions, but works out a system of 
changes in machinery of promoting 
and retiring officers which would ma- 
terlally accelerate advancements in the 
grades. 

Laws relative to the retirement of 
officers would be amended so that re- 
strictions on the employment retired 
officers may accept would be removed; 
retirement on application after 35 
years of service would be insured; and 
the President would have the discre- 
tionary authority to retire officers of 
more than 40 years service or 60 years 
of age. The limited and unlimited re- 
tired lists would be consolidated. 


Board Would Alter Plan. 


While the board recommended that 
the present promotion list remain un- 
changed, it recommended that the sys- 
tem be altered to provide promotion 
from the single list as follows: To ma- 
jor, after seventeen years’ service, sub- 
ject to the maximum and minimum 
limitations for that grade; to captain 
and first lieutenants after ten and three 
years, respectively. 

The recommendations are embodied 
in a bill which is part of the report 
of the board, which also submitted 
recommendations that the War De- 
partment give consideration to other 
personnel matters, such as suitable 
temporary rank for chief of staff, and 
other officers in positions of high re- 
sponsibility, establishment of a regu- 
lar Army reserve, and a suitable uni- 
form for enlisted men. For conven- 
ience, the board prepared fourteen sep- 
arate bills covering the same subject 
matter. 

The new plan would increase the 
cost of the commissioned corps $3,000,- 
000 in its first year. To offset this, it 
was pointed out, the subsequest. costs 
would fall below those to carry out 
present laws. 


‘NEW DRY DISTRICTS 
CREATED BY LOWMAN 


Nebraska, Kansas and Okla- 
homa to Be Area, With To- 
peka Headquarters. 


(Associated Press.) 

A new alignment of prohibition dis- 
tricts announced yesterday by Assist- 
ant Secretary Lowman included the cre- 
ation of a new district in Nebraska, 
Kansas. and Oklahoma, with head- 
quarters at Topeka. 

Indiana and Ohio were combined in 
one district with headquarters at Co- 
lumbus, while South Dakota, North Da- 
kota, Minnesota and Wisconsin were 
grouped as another with headquarters 
aS St. Paul. Under the plan Arkansas 
and Missouri comprise a district with 
headquarters at St. Louis; lowa and IIli- 
nois were combined with headquarters 
in Chicago and the northern judicial 
district of Florida was transferred 10 
the district including Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama, wth headquarters 
at New Orleans. 

The only changes in administrators 
was that for the district including Iowa 
and Illinois. Glenn E. Brunson, who had 
been administrator, was made a deputy 
for Iowa with special authority to con- 
duct the affairs of the State virtually 
as an independent unit. The changes 
will become effective February 1. They 
aisoO were made to provide a better 
grouping of the States having similar 
prohibition problems.

Apartment to Cost $2,000,- 
000 to Be Started on Connect- 
icut Avenue at Early Date. 


Announcement was made ycsterday 
by the Wardman Construction Com- 
pany of plans for an apartmen’ build- 
ing on a site on the west side of Con- 
necticvt avenue between K and I, at 
an approximate cost of $2,000,000.

CITIZENS HELP RESCUERS 


Annapolis, Ma., Dec. 16 (A.P.).—Fire 
of undetermined origin which began in 
an attic supply room at 3:15 o'clock 
this mornin, , swepi through the Emer- 
gency Hospital, the city’s only medical 
home, and practically wrecked the 
buildings in spite of gallant efforts of 
many citizens who.answered the gen- 
eral alarm.

Only one inmate, the mother of a 
child two days old, became hysterical 
So carefully were the sick and infirm 
prepared for the exposure that none 
showed ill effects from rain and cold. 

The damage is covered by insurance.

Reparations tssues Remain 
Unsolved Until Then, 
Says American. 


CRITICISM OF BUDGET 
AGAIN HELD JUSTIFIED 


Germany Warned of Priority 
Outstanding Against Pro- 
posed Rail Shares. 


Berlin, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—Until Ger- 
Many has been given a definite task to 
perform on her own responsibility. 
without foreign supervision and with- 
Out safeguarding measures for the pro- 
tection of her currency, neither the 
reparations problem nor its allied issues 
will finally be solved, is the conclusion 
with which 8S. Parker Gilbert, agent 
general for reparations, sums up his re- 
port for the third annuity year under 
the keynote of the document which 
again constitutes an exhaustive review 
of Germany's economic position for the 
year ended August 31, 1927. 

The agent general reiterates his 
previous asknowledgment of Germany’s 
loyal fulfillment of her obligations un- 
der the Dawes plan, and also gives a 
renewed emphatic expression to his 
criticism laid down in his much-dis- 
cussed memorandum to the German 
government of October 20, 1927. 

In this mémorandum the growing 
tendency toward overexpenditure, 
overborrowing and other budgetary 
practices which he noted in Germany, 
was made the subject of criticism which 
temporarily provoked a storm of resent- 
ment in the German press. 


Still in Testing Period. 


“We are still in a testing period and 
further experience is needed before it 
will be possible to form the necessary 
judgments,” Mr. Gilbert observed in 
his review. “But confidence in a gen- 
eral sense is already restored on many 
sides” 

Mr. Gilbert believes that this is one 
of the principal factors to be relied on 
in bringing about a mutually satisfac- 
(tory settlement when the time for that 
arrives. He recalls that the authors of 
the Dawes plan did not indicate when, 
in their opinion, such a settlement 
would become possible in fairness to 
all concerned. 

A significant passage in the report 
definitely places the priority of repara- 
tion payments over service for external 
loans floated publicly and privately, 
with the exception of the German ex- 
ternal loan of 1924. 

Whenever the question has arisen, 
the repart states, both the transfer 
committee and the agent-general have 
considered it their manifest duty to 
make full reservation of the legal rights 
of the creditor powers under article 248 
of the treaty of Versailles and the pro- 
visions of the experts’ plan.: 

“Bankers and investors have been 
left free to make up their own minds 
as to the investment merits of foreign 
loans issued by German public au- 
thorities or private undertakings in 
much the same manner as would be 
done with any other investments,” the 
report declares. 

The document adds that as confidence 
in the security of loans to Germany has 
remained high, it was to be assumed 
that she would become a large bor- 
rower from the United States and the 
European countries having funds to 
lend. 

‘An anaylsis of the German budget 
again occupies a major portion of the 
agent-general’s review. The budget po- 
sition of the Reich, he states, has im- 
proved since the last report, in that 
current tax revenues have largely in- 
creased, while current expenditures 
have decreased. The German govern- 
ment’s good will in this direction was 
stated to have impressed the agent gen-

Miami Beach, Fla., Dec, 16 (A.P.)— 
Noticé of his intention’ to essay a 
journey to the planet Venus, in a 
mysterious machine with which he 
said he had been experimenting for 
15 years, was made public here to- 
day by Robert Condit, of Condit, 
Ohio, who described himself as an 
engineer and chemist.

After 
proceeding through the earth’s at- 
mosphere, estimated at between 35 
and 40 miles, “my motive power 
will be a network of units capable 
of being polarized with the attrac- 
tion of other planets and orbits of 
meteor streams other than the 
earth.”

New York, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—The charge 

that Sebastian S. Kresge, wealthy chain 
store owner, lived the life of a philan- 
derer while distributing huge sums to 
charity, was made in supreme court 
today by counsel for his wife, who is 
suing fora separation. The charge 
Was made during argument on a motion 
for counsel fees for Mrs. Doris M. 
Kresge, who, attorneys said, had been 
forced to pawn her jewels to meet her 
legal expenses. No specific amount was 
asked. 
Walter J. Lynch, of Mrs. Kresge’s 
counsel, asserted that from December, 
1926, to April, 1927, Kresge lived in New 
York with Gladys Adele Fish, of Natick, 
Mass., a sister of a gir} employe of one 
of Mr. Kresge’s stores, and known to 
her associates as “the Princess.” 


Visited by Detectives. 


Lynch said that private detectives 
would swear that they, with -Mrs 
Kresge, followed Kresge to an apart- 
ment in East Forty-eighth street, where 
they found Miss Fish, scantily clad. 
under the bed. 

The attorney also charged that 
Kresge was with Miss Fish in Natick 
last August, and that last February he 
was intimate with another young 
woman in this city. Lynch did not 
disclose her name. 

Lynch declared Kresge’s fortune to 
be $265,000,000, and cited his philan- 
throphies, including his recent dona- 
tion of $500,000 for the advancement 
of prohibition in this country. He said 
he merely cited the gifts to establish 
the fact that, being a man of such 
wealth, it was absolutely fitting for his 
wife to live on a commensurate plane. 


Legal Costs Heavy. 


Although Mrs. Kresge received a 
large amount of money from Kresge in 
& prenuptial agreement for waiving 
dower rights, Lynch said she had been 
forced to spend all of it and $100,000 in 
addition for legal expenses in litigation 
forced upon her by her husband. 

Max D. Steuer, attorney for Kresge, 
said that the 2,500 shares of Kresge 
stock given Mrs. Kresge by her husband 
was increased later to 35,000 shares by a 
redistribution of stock, and that they 
were worth $2,500,000. -He believed Mrs 
Kresge still had this stock. Steuer as- 
serted Kresge would not defend the 
Pseparation suit. 

Decision on the motion was reserved 
by Justice Churchill. 

Kresge recently was restrained by a 
supreme court order from pressing a 
suit for divorce in Wayne County, Mich., 
until disposition has been made of his 
wife’s suit. 


DAUDET BOOK PLACED 
ON FORBIDDEN LIST 


Pope Confirms Holy Office’s 
Action, Striking a New 


Blow at Royalists. 


Rome, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—Pope Pius has 
struck another blow at leaders of the 
French royalist movement by confirm- 
ing the action of the supreme congre- 
gation of holy office in placing Leon 
Daudet’s “Shakespeare’s Voyage” on the 
index expurgatorius. 

The book, one of the fiery monarch- 
ist leager’s earliest works, had just 
been reedited in de luxe editions and 
was having a tremendouxc holiday sale, 
not only amon,; the royalists party in 
France but among the public as well, 
when the supreme congregation put it 
on the forbidden list. 

The passage which provoked inter- 
diction by the supreme congregation is 
understood to be a speech put in the 
mouth of a certain character which as- 
sails the clergy and church in a most 
violent manner. 

Daudet, who previously has been 
criticized for this passage, always re- 
plied tha? it did not represent his own 
sentiments, but merely those of a fic- 
titious personage. 

Daudet’s monarchist newspaper, 
L’Action Francaise, was put on the in- 
dex some time ago because of violent 
attacks on the Vatican. 


Dr. T. W. Goodspeed, 
Educator, Is Dead 


Chicago, Dec. 16 (A.P.) —Dr. Thomas 
Wakefield Goodspeed, who did much 
toward the founding of the University 
of Chicago, died at his home here to- 
day following a stroke of paralysis. He 
was 85 years old. 

Dr. Goodspeed, who, at the time cf 
his death was corresponding secretary 
of the board of trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, was largely instru- 
mental in the raising of a fund that 
assured John D. Rockefeller’s gift 
toward the founding of the institu- 
tion.

CAPONE, SEIZED, FREED 
UN BOND, DISAPPEARS 


Entire Police Force of Joliet 
Meets Gangsters at Train 
and Makes Arrests. 


SIX LARGE PISTOLS FOUND 


Chicago, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—Scareface 
Al Capone has disappeared again. 

The Chicago gangster and vice lord 
vanished somewhere between here and 
Joliet tonight after he and six compan- 
ions were released on bond after being 
seized today as they stepped from a 
California limited en route home—‘“by 
request’’—from a brief sojourn in Los 
Angeles. 

Capone disappeared immediately after 
gaining his release from the Joliet Jail 
on a charge of carrying concealed weap- 
ons was last seen in a motorcar headed 
for Chicago with his companions while 
Chicago and suburban detectives waited 
at all his haunts to seize them again. 

As he left Joliet, Capone flung a part- 
ing word at police, vowing he would 
return to Chicago despite all efforts to 

keep him away. 

A reception committee, composed of 
all the policemen in Joliet, met Capone 
at the railroad station, leaving the po- 
lice station in charge of a newspaper 
reporter in order to augment the size 
of the welcoming delegation. 

After exchanging pleasantries with 
his hosts, who relieved Mr. Capone and 
half a dozen of his friends who had 
motored from Chicago, of their lug- 
gage, including six large revolvers, the 
visitors were escorted to police head- 
quarters and then to the city jail. 

Capone, who left Chicago by invita- 
tion and Los Angeles the same way, ap- 
peared*much surprised at the attitude 
of Joliet of‘icials and explained that as 
b> paid taxes in Chica’o and consid- 
er it his home, he felt duty bound to 
continue his journey there to play 
Santa Claus to numerous friends. 

The policemen, however, all insisted 
that he remain in their midst, tem- 
porarily, at least, until he explained 
the purpose of his pistol. Capone 
grudgingly accepted their hospitality— 
meanwhile summoning a good lawyer 
to talk to the police about the pistol. 


Gov. Smith Is Again 
Indorsed by Alaskans 


Ketchikan, Alaska, Dec. 16 (A.P.).— 
Democrats of the First Judicial Di- 
vision of Alaska today named Gov. Al 
Smith, of New York, as their choice for 
the party presidential candidate. Third 
Division Democrats had previously in- 
dorsed the New York governor. There 
are four divisions in Alaska. 

“Republican misrule of the fisheries 
of Alaska” was denounced in a resolu- 
tion which declared that “the entire 
administration of this most important 
resource of the Territory has been con- 
centrated in the hands of one indi- 
vidual with full power to legislate, reg- 
ulate or prohibit.”

MIND IS GOOD, CONTROL 
EXCELLENT, IS FINDING 


Defendant Yawns. Widely as 
Doctor Tells of Studying 
His Outbursts.’ 


Cincinnati, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—Heading 
his own defense with a plea of in- 
sanity, George Remus fought futilely 
today to prevent expert testimony that 
the three major outbursts to which he 
has given way in the courtroom since 
his mutter trial started five weeks ago 
were nothing more than fits of anger 
and good acting. 

Dr David I. Wolfstein, first ofthe 
three alienists whose report that they 
had determined Remus was sane Octo- 
ber 6 last, when he shot and killed his 
wife, Imogene, was read to the jury to- 
day, was in the witness chair. ~~ 

Previously he had revealed to the 
jury three separate confessions by Re- 
mus of intent to slay the woman from 
whom he was estranged and had re- 
counted the details of a long and inti- 
mate study of Remus, which revealed 


him to be a man who “behaved .like a 
normal man.” 


Reactions Held Normal. 


The Remus reactions were perfectly 
normal, testified the psychiatrist. 
Remus expressed indignation at the 
proper moments, showed emotion, and 
expressed sarcasm, uttered jeers and 
displayed facial expressions always “ap- 
propriate — commensurate” with the 
subject in hand. 

“In those three episodes in the court 
room,” testified Dr. Wolfstein, a noted 
authority on mental diseases, “Mr 
Remus’ face was red, his head was red. 
his movements accelerated and his re- 
marks indicated anger. — 

“That was, in my judgment, just an 
indcation of normal anger.” 

The expert spoke of one outburst 
when the anger of Remus was rivalled 
in intensity by that with the prose- 
cutor’s table. 

“Upon another occasion when Mr. 
Remus appeared—no, I Won’t say ap- 
peared—acted, as if overcome and said 
‘please have the jury dismissed,’ the 
jury was dismissed. 

“Mr. Remus was led out—I won’t 
say led out, but there was a man on 
each side of him—and as he went out 
I heard him say to the court, ‘I 
apologize.’ 


Overcome by Emotions, 


“I might add parenthetically that 1 
Have observed the redness of head and 
redness of face upon 50 occasions. 

“Afterward Mr. Remus sat on a sofa 
in the anteroom and later was recum- 
bent upon it. He shed tears, held his 
head in his hands and acted as if he 
were overcome by his emotions.” 

Dr. Wolfstein described the scene in 
“Mr. Remus’ room upstairs in the jail,” 
when the defendant was on a bed 
with the upper part of his clothing off. 
alternately lying and sitting. 

“He talked in a not disconnected 
way, apologized for having disturbed 
the court. 

“His words to us were ‘It was all so 
unexpected.’ ” 

Dr. Wolfstein stated, however, that 
he had heard the witness, whose story 
seemed to upset Remus, testify that 
Remus had been told the story pre- 
viously and therefore knew it was not 
burst suddenly upon the defendant. 

“My personal opinion of this most 
violent of his outbursts is it was not 
a form in any way allied to an insane 
state of mind.” 


Clear Mentality Noted. 


Dr. Wolfstein admitted that incoher- 
encies at times crept into Remus 
speech, but not to a “degree compar- 
able with the incoherencies of insan- 


“I got an impression of a clear men- 
tality, general clear expression and 
general normal conduct, a good mind 
and, for the most part, a good mind 
under excellent *ontrol.” 

As the expert witness testified he re- 
garded Remus as sane October 6 at the 
time of the shooting, and sane now, 
Remus yawned widely, cleared his 
throat and spat.

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TARIFF ON AUTO PARTS 
IS DOUBLED BY GERMANY 


American Motors Men. See 
Harmful Effect in New 
Reichstag Act. 


TO REACT ON TEUTONS 


Berlin, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—The new 
tariff increasing the duty on automo- 
bile parts more than 100 per cent, 
which was passed by the reichstag to- 
day, has drawn a fiood of criticism 
from representatives of American mo- 
tor firms operating in Germany who 
contend the action is a complete dis- 
avowal of assurances previously given 
to them by the government. 

Under former classifications motor 
parts were admitted as “constituent 
materials manufactured of iron and 
steel,” on which they paid an average 
of 12 per cent ad valorum. Under the 
new ruling which classifies them as 
simply “automobile parts.” The tariff 
is advanced to an average of about 28 
per cent. 

Keith Wood, Berlin manager of the 
Genera! Motors Corporation, told the 
Associated Press that all indications 
pointed to the closing out of all Amer- 
ican manufacturers of automobile 
parts in consequence of the new tax. 
It was his opinion, he said, that Ger- 
man expectations of an improved posi- 
tion for German makers.as a result of 
the new tariff, was bound to prove 
fallacious and would hurt them as 
much as it would Americans. 

American firms have been prepared 
to spend capital freely in Germany to 
develop the auto parts trade and pro- 
vide employment for many workers, Mr 
Wood said, but if recalculation of costs 
demonstrated that the new duties 
placed them out of competition they 
had no choice but to quit after 
liquidating the stocks now on hand 
This step, Wood said, would unques- 
tionably have a deplorable effect upon 
Germany’s economic position. 

Statistics today indicated that in the 
first nine months in 1927 Germany im- 
ported $7,615,000 worth of American 
automobile parts compared to $926,000 
during the same period last year. 

Mr. Wood was joined in his criticism 
of the new tariff policy by George F. 
Bauer, director of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, who de- 
clared the new tariff classification was 
most unfortunate, and urged the Ger- 
Man government to reconsider its 
action. 

“Not only would the changes se- 
riously affect the American motor en- 
gineers business, Mr. Bauer said, “but 
they also would destroy the confidence 
of American investors.” 


36 DEATHS IN FIRE . 
CALLED ACCIDENTAL 


Quebec Jury, However, Calls 
for Better Supervision 
of Orphanages. 


Quebec, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—A verdict of 
accidental death was delivered today by 
@ coroner’s jury in the Hospice St. 
Charles Orphanage fire. The death toll 
in the disaster was known to have 
reached 36, with 14 orphanage children 
still missing. 

Fire Chief Donnelly suid he believed 
that if a night watchman had been on 
the. premises there would have been no 
loss of life. The jury added to its ver- 
dict a demand that “more effective 
supervision be exercised during the 
night and that automatic sprinklers be 
installed in all buildings of this kind.” 

The parents of some of the little 
victims, sisters in charge of the hos- 
pice, and firemen testified at the in- 
quest. Abbe Caron, chaplain of the 
institution, wept as he told of his story 
of the blaze. 

If the firemen had raised ladders as 
directed by those familiar with the 
orphanage, he said, perhaps more lives 
might have been saved. Instead, lad- 
ders were thrown up to windows of un- 
occupied rooms and hope of saving 
many of the trapped youngsters was 
lost.

CONSULATES RAIDED 


Woman Among Those Who 
Are Publically Executed 
After Canton Riot. 


London, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—South 
China is being purged of communism 
by fire and sword as a result of events 
this week in Canto~ and Shanghal, in- 
cluding complete severance of diplo- 
matic relations between Nationalist 
China and Soviet Russia, Bolshev:k 
diplomacy has sufferea the most severe 
setback yet experienced in tho Far 
East. 

It is still too early to interpret the 
full significance of the riot of blood- 
shed, destruction and cruelty during 
the latest spasm of vengeance in the 
birth of the new Chinese nation, but 
observers here think events show that 
China has discarded communism once 
and for all. They are convinced that 
the Third Internationale faction of the 
Soviet Government in Moscow staked 


its last hopes for world revolution on 
the Orient against the Occident and 
lost. 

If, as observers here seem to think 
is likely, the Russian influence is 
eliminated, the whole puzzling pano- 
rama of the Chinese Civil War may be 
somewhat simplified soon. The antag- 
onistic factions again are likely to be 
grouped as Northerners and Southern- 
ers. 

Chang Tso-Lin remains dominant in 
the north. He sits tight in his con- 
trol of Manchuria and the northern 
provinces, ruling with the iron hand 
of an emperor although he refused to 
assume any such title.

The building of the Central Bank of 
China is a mass of ruins.

Witnesses declare that Russians com- 
manded the Chinese reds in bitter 
fighting prior to the red defeat, while 
the Russian Consulate was involved in 
active direction of the rioters. These 
statements are responsible for the ac- 
tion of the antireds in tracking down 
all Russians. Every hotel haunt was 
visited. Two Russians were shot down 
near the municipal offices, and five 
others, including the vice consul and 
& woman, were publicly executed. 

The Soviet Consul General and four- 
teen other Russians were taken through 
the streets as prisoners amid the ap- 
Plause of the populace, who shouted 
their abhorrence. 


Hankow Consulate Raided. 


Hankow, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—Chinese 
authorities raided the Soviet Consulate 
here this morning. 

All Russian and Chinese occupants 
were arrested. The authorities then 
proceeded to round up all Communists 
and all those suspected of being Com- 
munists throughout the city. 

Hankow was the scene of intense 
excitement when the Chinese troops oc- 
cupied the former Russian and Ger- 
Man concessions and carried out a sys- 
tematic house-to-house search for 
Communists. 

Early rising foreigners saw Russians 
of both sexes being marched off to jail 
in night attire, some: barefooted and 
disheveled. Many women were roped to- 
gether and some screamed hysterically. 
One terrified girl jumped from a second 
story .window and was seriously in- 
jvred. 

A number of those arrested were de- 
tained at the police station and it is 
believed that the Soviet consular of- 
ficilals themselves were taken to mili- 
tary headquarters. | 

During the gigantic raid staged by 
the garrison troops on the Soviet consu- 
late, the French concession also was 
raided and many arrested. One mother 
who was arrested thrust her baby into 
the ‘arms of a French policeman, not 
knowing what her own fate would be. 

Civilian-clothed armed Chinese made 
a huge haul of captives while the French 
police looked on wtihout interfering. 

Many of those arrested established 
their identity as bona fide residents of 
Hankow without Bolshevist connec- 
tions and were released. 

During the morning’s raid the Inter- 
national Hospital, in the former Russian 
oncession, filled with American, British, 
French and other foreign patients, was 
entered by a group of 20 armed Chinese 
soldiers. These pointed rifles and pistols 
at the patients, smashed doors and 
ransacked rooms. The patients were 
greatly frightened by the uproar, but 
none was injured physicially. 

After 20 minutes of noise, an officer 
blew his whistle and the troops with- 
drew. No Bolshévists were discovered.

S TMEN UP BY HOUSE 


Leaders Expect to Pass Meas- 
ure, Similar to Last Year’s, 
Next Week. 


FEW CHANGES ARE MADE 


(Associated Press.) 

Its decks clear of the tax bill, the 
House, which has been in an ambitious 
mood since the start of the session, 
lost no time yesterday in taking up the 
alien property measure, When it ad- 
journed late in the day for the week- 
end, much of the time allotted for gen- 
eral debate had been consumed, and 


rleaderg were confident that the bill 


would be passed and sent to the Senate 
early next week. 

Like the revenue bill, which was ap- 
proved Thursday night, the alien prop- 
erty measure is the handiwork of the 
ways and means committee. Its 
provisions, in the main, are similar to 
those in the proposal passed by the 
House in the last session, only to meet 
a slow death in the filibustering Senate. 
As in the last Congress, the bill has 
the support of both Democrats and 
Republicans, with no signs of formi- 
dable opposition. 

Basic fundamentals of the present 
bill include reciprocal settlement of all 
claims between the United States and 
Germany and citizens of each country; 
ultimate return of all private property 
seized by the United States during the 
war, and temporary retention of suffi- 
cient German property to guarantee 
payment of American claims against 
Germany. 

These ends are served by the two 
main features of the bill, the first of 
which provides immediate complete 
payment of American claims against 
Germany not exceeding $100,000; in- 
stallment payment in full of larger 
claims; early payment of half the Ger- 
man claims for ships, patents and ra- 
dio stations seized; ultimate payment 
of all such claims up to a $100,000,000 
limit and immediate return of 80 per 
cent of German property held by the 
alien property custodian, 

The second feature provides for a 
“special deposit atcount,” from which 
all compensations would be made ex- 
cept those relating to the 80 per cent 
return of property. For this an appro- 
priation would be authorized by Con- 
gress equaling the awards for the ships, 
patents and radio stations, of which 
$50,000,000 would be made immedi- 
ately available. With revenue derived 
from the 20 per cent of property re- 
tained temporarily, awards of the 
mixed claims commission and other 
sources, this would make %138,000,000 
available shortly after the enactment 
of the bill.

IN ANTARCTIC AIR TRIP 


Tells Geographical Society 
Party Will Depart From 
South American Base. 


TO START IN SEPTEMBER 


Interest already displayed by the re- 
publics of South America in his pro- 
posed air voyage to the South Pole 


“indicates that ours will be a good- 
will flight, so far as our neighbor con- 
tinent is concerned,” Commander Rich- 
ard E. Byrd told the National Geo- 
graphic Society last night at the Wash- 
ington Auditorium, where he outlined 
plans for his survey and study of the 
Antarctic regions. 

Pointing to the part which the air- 
plane already has played in promoting 
good will among nations, as exempli- 
fied by the Mexican fiight of Col. 
Charles Lindbergh, Commander Byrd 
said: “And if our flight adds to the 
ties of common government ideals, of 
national amity of long standing, and 
the friendliness already engendered by 
the Pan-American good will flight of 
Maj. Herbert A. Dargue and his asso- 
ciates, it indeed will have been worth 
while.” 

“The primary object of the expedi- 
tion is scientific,” Commander Byrd 
said. “The Antarctic continent has 
more effect on weather conditions than 
any other region in the world. We will 
have a chance to study the glaciology 
of a land in the grip of the ice age. We 
hope to photograph geological sections 
of the rugged mountainous cliffs, and 
we shall search for fossil remains in ef- 
forts to disclose something of the past. 

“South America extends 1,200 miles 
nearer the South Pole than any other 
continent. . We will leave a South 
American base for our quest. If our 
meteorological observations are of value 
they will be of greatest immediate util- 
ity in weather predictions for South 
America.” 

Commander Byrd did not go into de- 
tails of the preparations he is making 
for the flight, which he’said will start 
in September. He said three planes 
will be taken on the voyage. The ship 
which will carry the party will stop 
at the edge of the great Ross ice bar- 
rier, he said, and there a base will be 
established by the explorers and the 
ship sent back to South America for 
the winter. 

Operating from this base the planes 
will establish bases 100 miles apart ex- 
tending as far as possible toward the 
pole. From the last of these bases the 
final flight for the pole will be started. 

About 50 volunteers will be taken 
along on the voyage, according to Byrd. 
There will be twelve recognized scien- 
tists, he said, and half a dozen Eskimos. 
He did not divulge the names of any 
of those who will accompany him. 

Commander Byrd reviewed his flights 
in the Arctic regions and his trans- 
Atlantic hop, and showed motion pic- 
tures of these flights. 

Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, president of 
the society," introduced Byrd~to the 
audience which crowded the audi- 
torium.

: Rear Admiral Thomas P. Magruder has 
eadded no details that would throw light upon 


command of the Philadelphia Navy Yard. He 
told his story in a recent issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post.

FEDERAL RETIREMENT LAW, 


In 1926 the Federal employes’ retirement 
law was amended, providing an average of 
about 40 per cent increase in annuities: but 
its provisions were so crude and so :poorly 


adapted to the purpose that thousands were 
_ left in poverty and many in destitution. 
| lowest-paid annuitant was an old and disabied 


The 


woman who had served nineteen years and 
whose annuity had been $2.55 a month: and 
that was increased 32 cents—to $2.87 a 
month. The system of fixing~ annuities is 
faulty, and proper annuities can not be pro- 
vided until the defect in the system is dis- 
covered and corrected. 


Under the present law the annuity of an em- 
ploye is computed by multiplying the average 
annual basic pay (not to exceed $1,500) dur- 
ing the past ten years by the number of years 


| of service (not to exceed 30 years) and divid- 
, | ing by 45. 
the incident that resulted in his removal from | 


As this fixes annuities almost exclusively 
on the low pre-war scale of pay, the results do 
not fit the present era of high prices; and that 
system can not be modified to provide adequate 
annuities for low-paid employes whose need 
is greatest. The purpose of the law has not 
been met. 

To provide to a fund from which to pay an- 
nuities a deduction of 2% per cent from 
the pay of each employe was made prior to 
July 1, 1926, and 3% per cent has been de- 
ducted since then. This percentage deduction 
from pay is the reason for making the amount 
of pay a factor in computing annuities. Inas- 
much as that results in giving the lowest-paid, 
whose need is greatest, annuities so small as 
to be a mockery, the object of the law is frus- 
trated. 

It was assumed that a uniform deduction 
from the pay of e&ch employe would impose 
a hardship on the low-paid. That is not true, 
as $900 is now about the minimum pay, and 
342 per cent of that is $31.50. A uniform de- 
duction of $3 per month (only 37% cents 
more) would pay all annuities and refunds 
anc leave a million or two millions over, with- 
out payment of a cent by the Government. No 
thought appears to have been given to the fact 
that percentage deduction would condemn 
thousands to poverty, and that it denies the 
opportunity to the low-paid to make provision 
for old age. 

In order to provide a system that would be 
fair, equitable, and adequats and which would 
eliminate the injustice and futility of the pres- 
ent system, the deduction should be uniform, 
the amount of pay disregarded, and annuities 
computed solely on age at retirement .and 
length of service. é 

One of the incongruities at present is that 
the same annuity is paid to those retired at 62, 
65 and 70 years of age. As the expectation of 
life is 13, 11, and 8% years, respectively, and 
all have paid the same into the fund, the result 
is rank injustice to the 70-year-old annui- 
tants. 

With uniform deduction of $3 a month, and 
the assumption by the Government of the defi- 
cit liability due to the service of retired em- 
ployes prior to May 22, 1920, and comput- 
ing annuities on age at retirement and length 
of service, the annuities after 30 years’ service 
could be, at age 70, $125 per month; at age 
65, $106 per month; at age 62, $97: and if 
none but inefficient, superannuated and dis- 
abled are retired, the retirement fund would 


amount to $320,000,000 in 1951, 
The percentage assessment plan is a failure.

BROADCASTING CONGRESS. 

In 1924 the Senate passed.a resolution call- 
ing upon the Secretaries of War and the Navy 
to investigate the feasibility of broadcasting 
the proceedings of Congress by radio. The 
report was only recently presented. Such an 
undertaking would not be possible, it was 
held, unless much additional equipment were 
purchased. An initial expenditure of $3,300,- 
000 would be required and annual upkeep and 
maintenance would come to an additional 
$1,880,000. The Army and Navy, it was 
pointed out, do not possess equipment suitable 
for broadcasting on frequencies obtainable by 
operators of home radio sets, and such an 
undertaking would necessitate the purchase of 
entirely new broadcasting equipment. 


Elsewhere proceedings of legislative bodies 
have been put on the air with varying degrees 
of success. When matters of universal inter- 
est are being discussed many people avail 
themselves of the opportunity of following 
them at first hand. Such occasions are rare, 
however. The average individual would rather 
obtain his news through a trained reporter, 
boiled down, with only the essentials present- 
ed.’ No one wants to listen to the monotonous 
dronings that make up the typical legislative 
day. 

Probably the expense involved will discour- 
age any further plans to broadcast the pro- 
ceedings of Congress. Unquestionably such 
expenditure ‘would not be justified from the 
standpoint of interest aroused. On the other 
hand, there are times when the Nation as a 
whole would like to listen to congressional de- 
liberations. Inauguration of a new term, for 
instance, a presidential message, or debate on 
matters of nation-wide importance would be 
received with the greatest interest by millions 
of radio owners. In this connection it might 
be possible to lay. plans for broadcasting 
through existing stations. This could be done 
without a huge expenditure. Certain congres- 
sional debates and addresses arouse as much 
public interest as a championship prize fight 
and probably could be broadcast in the same 
manner. The suggestion is worth considera- 
tion, both by Congress and by the operators of 
nation-wide chains of broadcasting stations. 


AIRPLANE DESIGNS. 


Development and construction of new type 
airplanes is not an overnight matter. Once a 
particular type has been developed duplicates 
can be turned out on short notice, but improve- 
ment in the, design takes many months of ex- 
haustive experiment, research and labor. This 
has been particularly noticeable in the planes 
entered in the annual Schneider Cup races. 
fhis trophy was donated for the purpose of 
speeding the development in technical design 
of marine aircraft. Very little progress in 
design can be made in a single twelve-month 
period. Frequently a participating Nation has 
been able to enter only slightly improved ver- 
sions of the planes that were raced in the pre- 
ceding year. 


It now develops that the Italian and British 
governments are supporting a project for 
amendment of the Schneider Cup rules to make 
future races biennially instead of annitally. 
The United States, French, and German 
authorities have been informally consulted and 
are understood to concur in the proposal. 
Great Britain and Italy have agreed not to 
support entries in the 1928 event, provided 
other countries will agree to follow the same 
course. 

The United States should hasten to agree. 
There is no definite assurance that America 
will be able to continue its participation in the 
Schneider races. The Navy has withdrawn 
from competition definitely, and although 
private capital attempted to make ready a 
plane for the 1927 race, and failed only be- 
cause it was not able to get to work in time, 
there is no reason to believe that it will again 
come to the rescue. If the races are made 
biennial affairs, however, it is probable that 
improved plane designs will be brought out in 
the interim between races of such importance 
that manufacturers will hasten to place them

Federal Council of Churches 
Calls for Penitence on 
February 12.

Mission Work of Americans 
Abroad Seen Discredit 
by Mob Actions. 


New York, Dec. 16 ({A.P.).—Church 
people today were summoned by the 
Federal Council of Churches to peni- 
tence and prayer on February 12 to 
free the Nation from lynching and mob 
violence. 

The summons which fixed that date 
for the observance of race relations 
Sunday was issued through the coun- 
cil’s commission of race relations, of 
which Dr. George E. Haynes is secre- 
tary. Need for the call has been 
stressed by the commission on inter- 
racial cooperation. 


“Lynching is a crime which leaves its 
stain upon us all,” the call declares 
“Any community that flouts the dig- 
nity of the laws and courts of justice 
opens the way to the violent rule of the 
mob throughout the Nation. It as- 
saults the very ideals upon which our 
civilization is dependent. A nation’s 
penitence and prayer must be sum- 
moned both to check the lynching evil 
and to build up.deeper respect for the 
processes of justice and new sympa- 
thetic understanding among all the 
people. In the attitude of penitence 
and the atmosphere of prayer the best 
things come forth. 


More Than 4,000 Victims. 


“The sobering fact that more than 
4,000 people have been victims of lynch- 
ing in our country has filled al) people 
of good will with a sense of horror and 
shame. That mob violence shoula 
have continued through the years, s0 
that in 1926 there were as many as 30 
persons lynched in the United States, is 
so flagrantly opposed to the progress of 
right and brotherhood that all who 
are committed to the way of Christ 
are asked to observe a day of penitence 
and prayer that our American Nation 


pages.” 

The call urges national confession 
before God for “our failure to act on 
the belief that we are all ‘of one 
biood’ and have one Father,” for “the 
callous indifference and silence we have 
shown in the face of monstrous wrong. 
thereby ourselves becoming guilty in 
the sight of God and man,” and for 
“our false sense of racial superiority 
and all the heartless attitudes that ac- 
company it.” 

The statement suggests as grounds 
for thanksgiving “the new sense of the 
unity of the whole human family to 
which our generation is coming,” and 
“a deepening sensitiveness of con- 
science with reference to al] discrimi- 
nation against any of our fellows be- 
cause of race or class.” 


Many Officers Praised. 


America should also be thankful, it 
is suggested, “foi all public officers 
who courageously defend the majesty 
of law and orderi, government, who 
faithfully protect those for whom they 
are responsible, and who resolutely do 
their duty even in the face of danye 
and death.” 

“In the 45 years ended with 1926 
American mobs lynched 4,551 persons, 
about three-fourths of whom were ne- 
groes, about 91 of whom were women,” 
said Dr. Haynes. “In 1927 to Decem- 
ber 1 there were fifteen victims, two 
of them burned at the stake. 

“Every lynching that occurs is an 
indictment of Christianity before the 
world. American lynchings, according 
to the testimony of missionaries abroad 
are doing much to hinder and discredit 
mission work around the world.”

A SAMPL&e OF THE ANTIMIND. 


ROM time to time we ‘have written 
F about different types of mind 

Severai ypes huve been covered— 
the antitype, the infantile type. para- 
noid type, the sadistic type -and other 
types are on the list for treatment. 
One of the varieties covered in one or 
more articles is the antitype. 

Last summer one of the best-known 
and ablest of the antitype passed 
away in England He was a Scotch- 
man named Chares Creighton, born 
in 1847, F cpa lived practically all of his 
life in England. 

Dr. Creighton graduated in medicine 
a little after the micdle of the last cen- 
try, having exceptiona: opportunities 
of training and association with the 
great medical men of his day in Eng- 
land. He then w-ni to the continent, 
where he added to his stock of medical 
information, learned modern languages 
and acquired a fondnpess for as well as 
proficfency in medica) literature. 


Returning to England, he wrote one 
great book, a history of epidemics in 
Great Britain. He translated an even 


Historic and Geographic Pathology.’ He 
never practiced medicine worth speak- 
ing of. and he had no experience in 
public health work. His book knowl- 
edge was colossal; his knowledge by ex- 
perience and practice was almost noth- 
ng 


In 1888, his frienc the theologian, 
Robertson “ith. asked him to write 
the article on smailpox vaccination for 
the ninth edition oi the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. He came out against vac-

Failure of Mexican Machine 
to Reach Field Is Given 
as the Reason. 


AMERICAN TAKES UP 
SEVERAL PASSENGERS | 


Uses Army Monoplanes for 
prs: Officers Laud His 
Uncanny Skill. 


Mexico City, Dec. 16 (A.P.)—Pros- 
pective airplane flights of President 
Calles and former President Obregon 
tomorrow morning with Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh were postponed tonight 
until next week because the machine 
the American flyer expected to use had 
not arrived. 

Former President Obregon was at 
luncheon today when he received an 
invitation from Col. Lindbergh to fly 
with him. 

Senor Obregon said to his luncheon 
companions: 


“Of course I will go. I have never 
‘flown but Iwill go with Lindbergh. 
This is a good chance to strengthen 
international relations because if we 
crash Lindbergh and I will be buried 
together.” 

Announcement that Lindbergh ex- 
pected to take the distinguished pas- 
sengers into the air was made this 
afternoon, but when the aviator went 
out to Valbuena air field for some 
pleasure flights he found that the two 
seater plane intended for tomorrow’s 
trips had not reached the field. 

Lindbergh made a half dozen flights 
Guring the afternoon, carrying differ- 
ent passengers on each trip and pass- 
ing approximately an hour and a half in 
the air. Most of his passengers were 
Mexican aviation officials. 


Planned to Use Fairchild. 


+ Lindbergh plannedgto use a Fairchild 
monoplane belonging to the Mexican 
Aviation Co., a commercial concern, on 
the flights tomorrow. The machine was 
to come from Tampico this afternoon. 

The Fairchild plane is of the same 
general type as Lindbergh’s own Spirit 
of St. Louis. It is a companion plane 
or perhaps the same commercial plane 
used in the Tampico-to-Mexico City 
flights which on the day of Lindbergh's 
arrival caused it to be mistaken for the 
Spirit of St. Louis, with resultant false 
reports that Lindbergh was approach- 
ing Mexico City long before he actually 
neared the capital. 

This afternoon’s flights were Lind- 
bergh’s first since he reached Mexico 
, City. They ended as darkness was fall- 
ing, giving him and the offigials who 
were his passengers a gorgeous aerial 
view of a superb sunset over the valley 
of Mexico, with its great purple snow- 
capped mountains in the distance. 

“It was one of the most beautiful 
sights I ever saw,” Lindbergh declared 

The American flyer used two Mexican 
army planes, alternating one with the 
other. They were Moraine single-mo- 
tored monoplanes. 

The flying colonel had not flown such 
a plane for several years but he handled 


these at once perfectly and apparently 
with as great familiarity as his own. 


Amazes Mexican Pilots. 


Mexican pilots expressed unbounded 
amazement at and admiration for his 
skill, facility, and seemingly uncanny 
ability to step into any kind of plane 
at any time and handle it masterfully. 

Among Lindbergh’s passengers of the 
afternoon were Gen. Jose Alvarez, chief 
of the presidential staff; Col. Ramon 
Limon, of the presidential staff, and 
the Mexican army pilots, Augustin 
Castlejon and Carlos Yanez. 

“He is the most marvelous airman 
in the world,” declared Senor Alvarez 
after he landed. 

Senor Limon, one of the most popular 
officers of the presidential staff, who is 
known to his closest friends by the 
nickname “Limoncito” (Little Lemon). 
told the Associated Press when he 
landed: 

“This is the most glorious day of my 
life. I can always say something only 
a privileged few in the world can say— 
that. I have flown with Lindbergh.” 


Will Rogers Passenger. 


Lindbergh was faced with a little 
spare time this afternoon and decided 
that the best thing he could do with 
it was to spend it in flying. He in- 
vited the humorist, Will Rogers, and 
Alan Winslow, first secretary of the 
American Embassy, to accompany him 
te Valbuena Air Field and go up as 
his passengers. 

Winslow’ is a distinguished military 
filer, credited here with being the first 
Americar aviator to bring down a Ger- 
man plane after the United States en- 
tered the World War. Later Winslow 
was shot down behind the German 
lines. He lost his left arm at the time. 

Rogers had flown with Lindbergh 
prior to his trip with him today. His 
first flight with Lindbergh was from 
San Diego to Los Angeles. After San

The students, ranging in age from 
kindergarten to college graduates, knew 
no years as they cheered.

“I think you would all like to hear 
something about the new means of com- 
munication coming into use through- 
out the world,” he said.

Thanked by Congress.

Lindbergh’s good-will flight to Mexico 
City apparently were also plans for ex- 
tending his good-will mission to Cen- 
tral America. If this should be as ef- 
fective as the American aviator’s Mex- 
ico City mission seems to be, it may 
mean, some think, the sweeping off by 
one great dramatic gesture of much ill 
feeling against the United States in 
Latin America which has been fre- 
quently reported for some time past.

Enjoys Mexican Climate. 


P breakfasted lightly on eggs, toast, 
coffee and fruit, and then strolled out 
onto the green lawn of the’ embassy 
courtyard between the re.idence and 
the chancellory. He took deep breaths 
of the crisp mountain air and appeared 
to revel in the brilliant sunshine and 
gorgeous blue sky. 

Col. Lindbergh was so impressed by 
the beautiful weather that he com- 
mented on the perfection of Mexico 
City’s climate, which he is finding at 
its very best.

‘Lindbergh also said that he had not 
yet estimated the distance of his 
projected Cehtral American-Havana 
flight. 

He then told the correspondents that 
he was much impressed with Mexico 
and that he likes it better and better 
with every passing hour. 

He talked freely whenever questions 
were asked concerning aviation, but 
appeared somewhat apathetic whenever 
personalities or other subjects were 
introduced. The interview concluded 
when one reporter asked if he was 
having more difficulty resisting the 
Mexican senoritas than the French 
mademoiselles. 


Interview Is Terminated. 


Lindbergh grinned and shook 
head with a gesture of surrender. 

“Well, I guess that’s about ~all,” he 
laughed, and jumped off the desk. 
Then he went into the ambassador's 
office to meet a committee from the 
Mexican Congress, 

“Yes; I am going down through Cen 
tral America,” Col. Lindbergh told the 
correspondents during the interview. 
“I have accepted the mvitation of four 
countries and will then fly to Havana, 
and thereafter home to St. Louis. 

“I have not decided my route from 
Mexico City, whether it will be direct 
to Panama or direct to Guatemala City, 
or the order in»which I will visit the 
countries.” 

“What is the object of the trip?” he 
repeated, in reply to a question. “Well, 
for one thing, I would like to do a 
little flying in the tropics, which will 
be the first time for me. In addition 
I would like to visit the different Cen- 
tral American republics, which 1 have 
not seen, although I was in Panama 
once, in 1914. I don’t know when I 
will start, but it will be after Christ-

Is Guest of Mexico. 


As ‘far as the bull-fight protests are 
concerned, it is known that Col Lind- 
berg’s attitude is that he is the guest 
of Mexico and that as bull fighting may 
be considered as popular a Mexican 
sport as baseball is in the United 
States it would, therefore, be indelicate 
of him to decline an invitation to go 
to & bull fight if officially:made as part 
of the official program arranged by the 
people of the nation whose guest he is. 

Asked whether he had ever carried a 
parachute on his flights, the question 
being prompted by the fact that he 
carried no parachute ‘when hé hopped 

off from Washington. 

“No, I have not carried parachutes on 
my flights. I couid carry one in the 
Spirit of St. Louis by making adjust- 


ments, but I never have. They are ab- 


solutely necessary in some types of fly- 
ing, but not all I consider parachutes 
unnecessary in passenger flying, but 
necessary in tests, formation, stunt fly- 
ing and flying over very bad territory.

Panama's Invitation Revealed. 


Panama, Dec. 16 (A.P.).—The Amer- 
ican Ambassador of Good Will, Col 
Charles A. Lindbergh, will fly to Pan- 
ama, President Chiari has informed the 
Associated Press. The date set for the 
flight has not been fixed. 

President Chiari extended the invita- 
tion to Col. Lindbergh on Tuesday. It 
was sent by telegram to New York. The 
president’s telegram read: 

“I have the honor to invite you to 
visit Panama in my name and that of 
the people of Panama as an inspiration 
for the youth of the Isthmus, for pro- 
moting interest in the establishment of 
air service between Panama and the 
Canal Zone and the United States, and 
for increasing good will between our 
countries and. our peoples.” 

The reply of Lindbergh, cabled from 
Mexico City. as given out by President 
Chiari, read: 

“Your excellency’s cordial invitation 
to visit Panama in the Spirit of St. 
Louis en route to Cuba is deeply appre- 
ciated, and 1 accept with pleasure, 
Shall inform you soon as possible date 
of my arrival.”

The grand gold medal of the Federa- 
tion Aeronautique Internationale, world 
governing body for aircraft perform- 
ances, was proposed yesterday for 
Charles A. Lindbergh by Porter Adams, 
president of the National Aeronautic 
Association. 

The medal is described as the highest 
award in the world from the hands of 
airmen and it is planned to have it 
awarded Lindbergh at a meeting of the 
federation in Paris January 5. Mr. 
Adams’ recommendation was made in a 
letter to Paul Tissandier, secretary gen- 
eral of the federation.

stands or a bill calling for ‘a $300,000,- 
000 reduction. ‘He will be guided when 
the bill finally comes to him by condi- 
tions at that time. 


Just how the House bill will fare in 
the Senate is problematical. The Dem- 
ocrats seem to be in a tax-reducing 
mood. Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, ranking Democrat of the Sen- 
ate finance committee, reiterated that 
he thought a $400,000,000 reduction 
possible. He would not commit himself 
to a fight for such a figurd, however, 
until he has conferred with his party 
colleagues. 

The Republican leaders, led by Sen- 
ator Smoot, of Utah, plan to try to get 
the bill back to the $225,000,000 figure 
set by the Treasury. They seem to 
have the advantage in any onslaught 
the Democrats may make because the 
Progressive Republicans who hold the 
balance of power are primarily against 
any tax reduction. It is their attitude 
that the surplus could be best applied 
to the retirement of the public debt. 
They have expressed themselves as 
willing, however, for a reasonable re- 
duction in the corporation tax. It Is 
believed, though, that they would not 
encourage the Democrats in any great 
tax smashing drive. 

The advocates of repeal of the in- 
heritance levy will have a_ better 
chance in the Senate than in the House, 
as both Chairman Smoot of the Senate 
finance committee, and Senator Sim- 
mons are in favor of it. As was the 
case at the time of the last tax reduc- 
tion, however, this will probably result 
in a fight between House and Senate 
conferees in which the former will 
eventually win. 

Coolidge was represented | 
yesterday as being incapable of under- | 
standing just how the House expected 
to’ get a on 000,000 tax reduction out 


of an estimated surplus for 1929 of 
$252,000,000, of which probably one- 
fifth is of a nonrecurring nature. This 
surplus does not contemplate expendi- 
tures to be authorized at this session, 
he pointed ut. 


Garner Explains Change. 


Representative Garner, ranking Dem- 
ocrat of the House ways and means 
committee, yesterday gave a further ex- 
planation of the small corporation tax 
amendment which the House tacked 
onto the bill at his instance. 

“Corporations with incomes of $18,000 
or less,” he said, “get the benefit of this 
provision. They first get a reduction 
of $3,000 before any tax is levied. The 
rates then apply as follows: 

“Nipe per cent on incomes between 
$12,000 and not in excess. of $15,000; 7 
per cent on incomes between - $7,000 
ani $12,000, and 5 per cent on incomes 
of $7,000 and under. 

“This tends to equalize the tax bur- 
den of business conducted by indi- 
viduals, partnerships and corporations 
whose profits are $18,000 or less. The 
rate of an individual whose net profit 


under this bill on corporations with in- 
comes of $10,000 also is 5 per cent. 

“The same principle applies to the 
next brackets, only not so forcibly. 
Moreover, the small corporations have 
less opportunity to pass on the tax to 
“sete than do larger corpora- 
tions.”’
